The draining of the Mercer county 
reservoir, the eecocd largest artificial 
body of water in the world, is again 
being agitated aa£ seriously dif 
cussed. There are a large number of 
oil welis in the reservoir, aod, with 
two or three exceptions, they are all 
eocd producers. The wells are co 
distributed as to convince oil men 
that a Qie pool of oil underlays the 
entire reservoir, aod that beneath 
the water is the richest oil territory 
in the country, and its development 
would mean a big thing for Celina, 
St. Marys and the other towns along 
the reservoir, much more so than the 
maintaining of the body of water. 


There are a number of wells BOW 


In the reservoir, but the main draw- 
back to drilling is the great expense 
connected with the drilling, which is 
ibout »5oO mere per well than on the 
land, and operations are going on 
very slowly. 


AH the towns along the reservoir 


are discussing the matter seriously, 
and it Is very likely that some defi- 
ite action will be soon taken.
